Amon, the few private enjovments that fortune 
has placed within my reach, is that derived from 
the free and social correspondence of our Inerary 
friends, It is upon the private sheet we read the 
real sentiment of the mind, unadorned by the fic 
tions of imagmation or the obscuring pomp of lan- 
guage, which many suppose necessary to charm 
the ears and tickle the fancy of their hearers.

“ My Dear Sir—t gives me pleasure to find 
from your late letters, that you fect so much im- 
terest in the subject we have been writiye upon 
It 1s commonly thought by young people, that we 
claim too great a portion of their attention, “Tiey 
think ourage and experience are not deserving of 
the great regard we wish to claim—and im many 
instances they are certainly correct; for numbers 
may be found, who Lave grown old in ignorance, 
and blind by their own errors. But we Zeon de- 
sire such strict obedience to the dictates of our 
experience as you imagine. We do not desire 
your assent and compliance, until ;ou have tully 
examined and considered for yourselves. A per- 
son should be very careful how he takes a thing 
for granted, upon the mere say so of another. 
He should first consider why it i so, and upon 
what principles such conclusions are to be sup- 
ported Ht he unhesittatingty coimcades with what- 
ever he hears or read., without any cxzammation 
for himself, he will soon find his opsmions to be at 
variance with each other, and will eventually 
ctioak up the very inlets of knowledge.

As it is more my design to speak of this

In the present age, I believe, we have 

little reason to complain of the want of 

those guardians of talent, whatever cause 

we may have to deplore the non-eliciency 

of their exertions, or the imbecility of their 
endeavours in a walk of science, wherein 

few are competent either by nature o. 

otherwise, to appear to advantage: bad 
critics are as undoubtedly as great an evil 
be 


strong in our expressions of disapprobation 


as bad authors, and we cannot tuo 
against the former any more than against 
these last, who wantonly intrude on that sa- 
cred ground it was intended should only 
be possessed by that favoured few, who 
are more indebte.! to nature than to art 
for the tenure of their possessions, and 
Whose inregularitics are often more allied 
tobeauty and taste than the most laboured 
eflorts of skilful precision, where beauty 
is frequently more studied than pleasing. 
If the muses are choice in bestowing their 
favours it is very certain that the world 
is as careless inp icknowledging them, 
and hence results a great portion of that 
liberality in criticism, which may be 
chargeable toany thing but candour, since 
we find that disparity in endowment is 
olten the only cause. 

Upon referrung to the daily petty eMfu- 
sions of what is mostimproperly called ta- 
lent, ot will be evident (hat criticism can 
have little room to exert itself, and that 
silent contemptis the only and deserved 
need that such exertions are worthy ol, as 
even the pointed avimadversions of dis- 
prarwe would be attaching foo much im- 
portance to that which is imbecility itself; 
thus itis (hata host of writers, particular. 
ly the drivellers inthyme, sink into that 
happy state of obscurity with this only 
consvlation, that in attempting the sub- 
lime heiehts of the muse, whose exaltations 
even their fancy could not comprehend, 
they have escaped with impunity those 
dangers which only the more deserving 
are worthy of sharmng io. Ta this reproach, 
however, we should be sorry to be under- 
stood as including those whose exertions 
have already met with honourable appro 
bation i the opimton of the world, and

The American had near three columa—very ten- 
sible and judictous—but all about yellow fever, 
Doctor Coleman scolde roundly on the subject, 
and swears that the fever come from some West- 
India vessels, which Tam more than balf inclined 
to beliewe.

SPAIN.—The latest accounts contained im these 
papers as to the state of matters im the Penmsula, 
are dated Madrid 8th July, on which day the re 
volted guards Kft the Prado, and recon: 
noitering the city, with the view of forming a june 
tion with their brethren in the palace, or getting 
possessior of the King’s person, they attacked it 
in three divisions, two of which were ommeciately 
discomfbited, and the third, after some hard figtt 
ing with the National Militia, compelled to retire 
In the mean time (contiues the 
veral demonstrations were made about the palace 
Morillo seized the royal stables. At 
great consternation prevailed in Madrid, and the 
confusion is likened to that which prewaled in 
Paris onthe famous 100) of Angust. Pinaily, v 
is said, a deputation from the Cortes resisted that 
the king should dismiss the te « divi- 
sions of bis guards, under certam stypulations, 
and put himself under the protection of the regu 
lar troops. Ferdinand acquiesced; the guards 
were dismissed, and he was completely mi the 
hands of the constitutionalst, 

In this business, no person of the rank cof a ge- 
neral was engaged on the sule of the rebels. On 
the side of the people, Moriilo and Builasteros 
were mostactive Itis charged to the Duke del 
Infanto that he was guilty of attempting to inscive 
the peasantry of Madrid in the disgrace of the day ;

The last Parts papers which bad reached Lon 
don, (of the 18th of July.) contain no Later wtel- 
ligence from Madrid, from which circumstance, it 
was supposed that the communication between 
France and Spain was obstructed by the move 
ments of the hostile parties 

Subsequent accounts add, that the Duke del 
Infantado and one hundred and twenty enght 
others had been arrested as the chiefs of a conspi- 
racy to eflect a counter revolution, in which some 
agents of France were hkewme umphcated. The 
Secretary of the War department had resigned ra 
ther than obey the injunctions of the hung, who 
had insisted that orders should be sent to General 
Espinosa not to come to Madnd. A body of re- 
volted Caribineers had been enirely destroyed by 
the militiain Andalusia On the whole tt appears, 
that the triumph of the Constitutionshsts had been 
complete, and that this last attempt to restore the 
ancient tyranny had few or no partizans among 
the people, or even among the officers of the army 
li is stated that the foreygn ambassadors at Ma- 
drid had a meeting at the house of the British m- 
nister, at which a species of reports on the recent 
proceedings in the Spanish capital was proposed 
The preamble declared that ali the disturbances in 
Madrid, and the dangers to which the King’s life 
and throne were exposed, were occasioned by the 
liberal faction.
